TEXT OF 4 AMENDMENTS {| 


TO AID BILL” APPROVED. 
BY HOUSE COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP). 


OLLOWING are the lease- 

lend bill amendments ap-/| 

proved by the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee: 

The convoy amendment: 

“Nothing in this act shall be 
construed:to authorize or to per- 
mit the authorization of convoy- 
ing vessels by naval vessels of 
the United States.” 

The amendment relating to re- 
ports to Congress: 

“The President from time to 
time, but not less frequently 
than once every 90 days, shall 
transmit to the Congress a re- 
port of operations under this 
act except such information as 
he deems incompatible with the 
public interest to disclose. 

“Reports provided for under 
this subsection shall be trans- 
mitted to the secretary of the 
Senate or the clerk of the House 
of Representatives, as the case 
may be, if the Senate or the 
House of Representatives, as the 
case may be, is not in session.” 

The time limit amendment: 

“Neither the President nor 
the head of any department or 
agency shall, after June 30, 
1943, exercise any of the powers 
conferred by or pursuant to 
subsection A except to carry 
out a contract or agreement 
with such a government made 
before July 1, 1943.” 

The fourth amendment would 
add these words to a section to 
authorize the President to sell, 
transfer, exchange, lease, lend 
or otherwise dispose of any de- 
fense article: 

-“But no defense article not 
manufactured or procured under 
paragraph 1 shall in any way 
be disposed of under this para- 
graph except after consultation 
with the chief of staff of the 
army or the chief of naval op- 
erations of the navy, or both.”

10,000 ITALANS 
PUT UP FIERCEST 
RESISTANCE YET 
MET IN DESERT 


Port Taken in 4-Day Battle 
Is Third to Fall in 25 
Days—Drive on Bengasi 
Speeded on News Nazi 
Flyers Are Arriving. 


CAIRO, Egypt, Jan. 30 (AU), — 
British and Australian troops cap- 
tured Derna, Libya, today after 
overcoming the fiercest resistance 
yet shown by the Italians in all the 
desert campaign. 

Fewer than 10,000 Fascists were 
in the town, but they had fought 
stubbornly for four days. 

The British communique, an- 
nouncing the fall of the stronghold 


175 miles west of the Egyptian 
frontier and the third major Lib- 
yan base captured this month, said 
only: “The capture of Derna was 
completed this morning.” 

Edward Kennedy, Associated 
Press correspondent who witnessed 
the opening of British operations 
before Derna, said the Fascist made 
a determined. effort to delay the 
British otitsi@e the town, to give

In a daylong battle against heavy 
Italian artillery fire, Australian in- 
fantry made a three-mile advance 
to a point within few miles of the 
port. By sundown one battery of 
Italian guns, which had given the 
most trouble, were said to have 
been silenced, while fire from other 
batteries gradually diminished. 

While Derna had no great ring 
of fortifications like Tobruk and 
Bardia and no large garrison, three 
forts on ridges dominating the ap- 
proach to the town bristled with 
big guns which sent thousands of 
shells into the ranks of the attack- 


The fall of Derna followed Brit- 
ish capture of Bardia Jan. 5, and 
Tobruk Jan. 22. 

Earlier it had been reported that 
the Italians at Derna had been at- 
tempting to slip away before the 
port could be pinched off in the 
British troops’ westward sweep. 

Nazi Flyers in Africa. 

Italian prisoners captured west of 
Tobruk were quoted as saying 1000 
Nazi airmen and technicians al- 
ready have arrived in Libya, and 
that “German dive-bomber pilots 
have been raiding the British army 
and fleet.” 

Military circles, linking this in- 
formation with reports of German 
infiltrations into Italy and recent 
Nazi aerial activities in the Medi- 
terranean, predicted that a united 
Axis offensive aimed at smashing 
British naval mastery of the great 
inland sea was imminent. “ 

To meet the situation, Gen. Wa- 
vell’s army was said to be making 
every effort to capture Bengasi “in 
the near future” and bring the con- 
quest of Eastern Libya to a swift 
conclusion. 

In their drive westward from To- 
bruk, the British were reported to 
have captured about 10,000 addi- 
tional prisoners, bringing the total 
taken so far in the North African 
campaign to nearly 130,000. This 
figure does not take account of to- 
day’s capture of Derna. 

In East Africa. 

On the Eritrean front, today’s 
communique said the concentration 
of British forces in the Agordat- 
Barentu sector was “proceeding 
smoothly in spite of distances and 
physical difficulties, which have 
been overcome.” 

In Italian Somaliland, farther to 
the south, operations were reported 
progressing “in all sectors” in sup- 
port of advance patrols which have 
penetrated deep into that Italian 
colony. 

Intense patrol activity, it added, 
is continuing east of Metemma on 
the Ethiopian front.

Willkie visited five public air raid 
shelters last night during a German 
attack and said he was moved to 
tears at the sight of the public’s 
pluck. 

“I am a pretty tough fellow,” he 
said, “but I had to turn my head 
away from these people to keep 
from bubbling over.” 

On his tour he was accompanied 
by Ellen Wilkinson, a member of 
Parliament; Malcolm MacDonald, 
health minister, and Alderman 
Charles W. Key. 

At one place a young woman 
edged her way through a swarm of 
people around Willkie- and said 
“Come see my baby.” 

“The baby must not have been 
over a week old,” Willkie said 
later. 

Cheers for America. 

In another shelter he talked with 
a man 70 years old. 

“He told me,” declared Willkie, 
“that he would sleép in a shelter 
forever if it would help win the 
war.” 

In all the places he visited the 
people shouted such things as: 
“We are not down,” 

“They won’t get us down.” 

Willkie declared he found things 
better than he had expected. 

“Some fellow gave me a drink 
of his coffee, and it was better than 
some in the fancy hotels.” 

There were many cheers for 
America, he said, some of the peo- 
ple shouting: “‘Send us all you 
have got’.”

6 FIRMS INDICTED 
NU, S. EFFORT 10 
GET MAGNESIUM 


Action Taken to ‘Destroy 
Unlawful Foreign Re- 
strictions on Domestic 
Production for Defense.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
The Justice Department announced 
today it had obtained indictments 
against six corporations in an at- 
tempt to “destroy unlawful foreign 
restrictions on the: domestic pro-' 
duction of magnesium for defense 
purposes.” 

The indictments, the department 
said in a statement, were returned 
in New York today by a Federal 
grand jury. 

They named, the department said, 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica, the Dow Chemical Co., the 
American Magnesium Corporation, 
the Magnesium Development Co., 
the General Aniline & Film Co. and 
the I. G. Farbenindustrie (a purely 
German firm commonly known as 
the German dye trust). 

“The purpose of these indict- 

ments,” the statement said, “is to 
destroy unlawful foreign restric- 
tions on the domestic production 
of magnesium for defense pur- 
poses.” 

Used in Planes. 

The statement explained that 
magnesium is a valuable material 
usable in place of aluminum in the 
manufacture of airplanes. Magne- 
sium can give an airplane body as 
much strength as aluminum with 
one-third less weight. Germany al- 
ready has started extensive use of 
the material for airplanes, it was 
said, and has increased its mag- 
nesium production fivefold since 
1938. 

An alleged “conspiracy” of the 
six corporations, the Justice De- 
partment said, limited production 
of the metal in the United States 
to 6000 toris a year, while German 
production last year was estimated 
at over 25,000 tons. 

The statement added that the 
magnesium indictments were part 
of a general campaign to investi- 
gate commercial restrictions on 
materials essential to national de- 
fense. The indictments were de- 
scribed as similar to ones recently 
obtained in connection with the 
manufacture of optical instruments 
and tungsten carbide, 


Evidence of Nazi Influence. 

“This inquiry,” the statement 
said, “has shown startling evidence 
of German influence in domestic 
industries essential to national de- 
fense. The inflience is ordinarily 
felt through foreign cartel arrange- 
menis which give the German car- 
tels the dominant position over im-

Germany Has No Quarrel 
With American People, 
but Europe Will Rise 
Against Intervention, He 
Asserts in Speech.

BERLIN, Jan. 30 (AP). — Adolf 
Hitler said today that “Germany 
has no quarrel with the American 
people,” but declared that if “non- 
European Powers try to intervene 
here, Europe will rise. Every ship 
that comes within the reach of our 
torpedoes will be torpedoed.” 
These words drew the longest 
applause of his entire one hour and 
82 minute speech.in Berlin’s great 
Sportspalast, where Nazi party 
men and the Government celebrat- 
ed the eighth anniversary of Hit- 
ler’s rise to 


power. 
Interpreting this part of Hitler’s 
speech, authorized sources said he 


neutral powers had been — 
‘would be torpedoed, irrespective of 
nationality. 

As the American neutrality law 
now stands, American ships are not 
permitted ‘to enter the danger zones 
and this warning naturally creates 
no new situation as far as the 
United States is — — they 
added, 

“Germany never attacked the 
American continent,” Hitler said. 
Then followed, to a tumult of 
cheering, his reference to “non-. 
European” intervention and the 
torpedoing. 

Berlin Version of Passage. 


(The official Berlin radio’s. Eng- 
lish version of this passage was: 
(“That the German people have 
nothing: against the United States’ 
people is clear to everyone who 
does not intentionally twist the 
truth. Germany has never repre- 
sented (claimed?) interests on the 
American continent, except that 
Germans fought for liberty on that 
continent. 
(“If now the states on that con- 
tinent should try intervening per- 
haps in the European conflict then 
aims will change @ll the quicker. 
Then Europe will defend itself. 
(“He who thinks he can assist 
England must, above all, know one 
thing: every vessel, regardless of 
whether with or without escort, 
which comes before our torpedo 
tubes will be. torpedoed!’’) 

Predicts Victory in. Year. 

For his immediate hearers and 
the entire nation at its radios, Hit- 
ler predicted “victory within the 
year,” promising a new spring sub- 
marine offensive. 

“The period lying. behind us has 
already practically decjded this 
war,” he said, 

has been defeated and 
England crowded off the conti- 
nent,’ Hitler said. “We are stand- 
ing on this continent and where 
we are standing nobody can crowd 
us off. When the hour comes, we 
will land a decisive blow.” 

Declaring the British were now 
hoping for aid from the United 
States, Hitler said “when we were 
forced into this war we had plans 
even then for this emergency.” 

“We have calculated every pos- 
sibility. Germany hag no quarrel 
with the American people. ... This 
time you do not find a weakened 
Germany, but one that is highly 
mobilized and full of fight.” 

Hitler boasted of the armed pow- 
er of the Reich and. asserted that 


“As regards Italy, let no one in- 
vent revolutions in Milan, but let 
them rather look out so there will 
mot be revolutions in their own 
countries,” he said.

He was also 
director and organizer of the Wwill- |°P 
kie-for-President Clubs in St. Louis 
during the last election. He is 38 
years old, unmarried, and resides 
at 3846 Lafayette avenue. — 

Buder and Walter J. G. Neun, 
attorney and former President of 
the Board of Aldermen, are the 
only candidates to file for the Re- 
publican nomination thus far. Neun 
took the City Committee by com- 
plete surprise when he filed. Al- 
though at present he lacks organ- 
ized support among the committee 
members, he received the indorse- 
Ment of his home ward organiza- 
tion, the Twenty-eighth Ward Reg- 
ular Republican Club, this week, 
and he intends to carry on a whirl- 
wind campaign to gain city-wide 
support.

and to guarantee some crumbs for 
his pet dog Falla. 

It was announced that the an- 
nual campaign for funds to combat 
infantile paralysis, which ends on 
Roosevelt’s birthday, had brought 
$58,000 in dimes to the White House 
up to noon yesterday. Last year 
the comparable figure was more 
than $100,000. But it was explained 
that instead of a national “march 
of dimes,” the National Infantile 
Paralysis Foundation had localized 
the campaign this year so that the 
various participating communities 
were sponsoring local “miles of 
dimes.” 

National headquarters advised 
the White House that total con- 
tributions throughout the country 
thus far were in excess of last 
year’s. 

Roosevelt agreed to his wife’s re- 
quest that he attend the White 
House luncheon for visiting celeb- 
rities from Hollywood and else- 
where. 

Outside.of the luncheon and a 
dinner party tonight the President 
spent the day with his usual hours 
at his desk and his round of ap- 
pointments. 

While intimate friends gather for 
the dinner tonight, thousands 
throughout the nation will dine, 
dance and dig into their pockets 
at birthday balls and other celebra- 
tions to help finance the campaign 
against infantile paralysis. In 
Washington several radio and 
sports stars will make the rounds 
of parties with Mrs. Roosevelt. 
Among the celebrities are Hol- 
lywood’s Deanna Durbin, Lana’ 
Turner, Preston Foster and George 


Raft; Tommy Harmon, Michigan’s 
All-America football player; Alice 
Marble, tennis player; Benny Good- 
man and his orchestra and Red 
Skelton as master of ceremonies.

Also enjoying the birthday cele-

But 
when the President heard about 
her plight he invited her to call 
and arrangements for her enter- 
tainment followed.

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| Wasn’t Worried, Kansas 
City Man Says. — 


The “ceiling” at 
Louis Field was 400 feet, the min- 
imum below which planes are not 
permitted to land there, when a 
TWA sleeper plane crashed near 
the field last Thursday morning, 
killing two persons and injuring 
12, Charles Pfander, meteorologist 
at the United States Weather Bu- 
reau at the airport, testified today 
at a public hearing on the accident 
before an examining board of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 

Observations made at 4:09 o’clock, 
four minutes before the plane 
passed over the field, showed a thin 
scattering of “scud” clouds at 200 
feet, he said. Horizontal visibility 
was two miles, double the minimum. 

Before 4:09 the ceiling had been 
as high as 900 feet, but conditions 
were officially described as “instru- 
ment” weather. From 4:09 to 4:35, 
Pfander testified, the weather was 
described as “closed,” the designa- 
tion used by the bureau whenever 
there is a ceiling of lesg than 500 
feet or visibility of less than one 
mile. 

Light Fog and Drizzle. 

Pfander pointed out that this was 
merely the descriptive terminology 
of the Weather Bureau. Minimum 
requirements for a landing are set 
by the airlines. There was a light 
fog and drizzle, with ice freezing on 
wooden steps but not on metal or 
stone objects, he testified. The 
ceiling went back up to 800 feet 
shortly after the accident. 

The TWA meteorologist, Donald 
F. Hawley, who came on duty at 
Kansas City at midnight, said he 
and Capt. P. W. T. Scott, the pilot, 
discussed weather conditions before 
the. plane took off. There were 
clouds, light rain in spots, some ice 
in lower clouds, and a drizzling 
rain with a temperature of 32 de- 
grees at St. Louis, he said. 

The possibility that rain freezing 
6n the windshield might hamper 
the pilot’s vision was mentioned, 
Hawley said, but Capt. Scott did 
not think the condition would be 
serious and was not concerned 
about weather conditions. 

Scud Unpredictable. 

P. H. Chapman, forecaster for 
the United States Weather Bureau 
at Kansas City, and Paul Gareau 
of Washington, meteorologist for 
the CAB, both said it was impossi- 
ble to predict the appearance of 
ragged scud, which frequently ac- 
cumulated only at isolated points, 
and that it was not mentioned in 
weather forecasts or bulletins. 

Height of the cloud bank is 
measured at night by projecting a 
searchlight beam vertically into 
the air. Asked if he considered the 
method adequate, Gareau said he 
did not know whether greater care 
could be taken, considering addi- 
tional costs which might be in- 
curred. 

“But I do know,” he added, “that 
dispatchers and pilots would feel 
more secure if there were better 
methods of measuring scud at 
night.” 

A recommendation that airport 
ceilings be measured from the bot- 
tom of low scattered clouds, instead 
of from the main cloud bank, was 
made Monday by Jerome Lederer, 
CAB safety director.

Poles Termed a Hazard. 

Iederer asked another witness, 
John E. Harlin; TWA pilot flight 
superintendent at Kansas City, if he 
thought the 60-foot poles erected 
around the site of a new Curtiss- 
Wright plant under construction at 
the airport were a hazard. 

After hesitating a moment, Har- 
lin replied, “Yes, I do, because they 
are in the pilot’s mind as he comes 
in, under all conditions.” 

Attached to the flight papers in 
the wrecked plane was a memoran- 
dum warning pilots that the main 
east-west runway has been short- 
ened from 5500 to 4500 feet because 
of the construction, and that the 
poles had been erected 400 feet 
north of the runway. 

The hearing is being held in the 
Federal Building before the same 
board that investigated an accident 
involving an American Airlines 
plane at the field last December.

25 Witnesses to Be Heard. 

About 25 witnesses are to be 
called, and the hearing is expect- 
ed to continue through tomorrow.

25-Minute Attack on Britain. 


Hitler devoted 25 minutes of hid 
Speech to an attack on the British 
Empire, which he called the prod- 
uct of 300 years of robbery and 
Britain itself the most “anti-so- 
cial” state in the world—“a para- 
dise for a few, continuous misery 


‘for the masses.” 


Britain, he said, might have to 
come to Germany one day “to study 
our social program.” He asserted 
there is “evidence that in other 
countries, such as England, a social 
crisis is beginning.” 

He called British democracy 
“mere sham” and said the British 
dare not “institute a plebiscite 
among her own peoples to de- 
termine whether they desire to be- 
long to the empire.” 


“Concentration —— were 
English, not a German, invention," 
he added, 


that the authoritarian states want 
to conquer the world,” but actually,; 
he said, “our enemies are the ones 
who have the lust of conquest.” 
He charged Britain with wishing 
to maintain supremacy over Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. 

“To keep up the pretense of be- 
ing a world power,” he said, “Brit- 
ain must now incite nations against 
nations outside Europe, for within 
Europe she no longer has anything 


say. 

Noisy Greeting From Crowd. 

Hitler received a noisy round of 
heils from his followers when he 
entered the Sportspalast. Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda, 
was among the Nazi leaders on the 
platform as the Reichsfuehrer 
faced the cheering throng. 
Hitler began his speech at 4:40 
p. m. (8:40 a. m. St. Louis time), 
standing before a huge, glittering 
German eéagle which formed a 
backdrop to the platform. 

(The following matter is based 
on the National Broadcasting 
Company's translation of Hitler's 
address as heard by New York 
monitors. The address itself was 
not rebroadcast.) 

“Eight years ago nobody was) 
ready to believe in the ultimate 
survival of our Government,” Hitler 
said. 

Conditions at the time, he assert- 


way the last World War was con- 
cluded. 

“In discussing the details I don’t 
want to go into personalities,” he’ 
said. “The American President, 
Roosevelt, himself stated that the 
conditions in Germany cannot be 
placed at the door of the German 
people themselves.” 

On Causes of World War. 

As a preface, he observed: 

“No government since its inaugu- 
ration has passed through so many 
events as our National Socialist 
Government.” 

Hitler asked what the causes 
were for the war of 1914-18, and, 
answering his own question, replied 
that “certainly ... they could not 
have been the manner in whith the 
German Government of that time 
was constructed.” 

He described the Germany of 
that time as a “democracy in a 
sense,” or “rather ...a compro- 
mise government between mon- 
archy and democracy.” 

He referred to Germany’s “nat- 
ural desires , ..to be with the out- 
side world,” and added that Ger- 
many’s desire “to import and to 
export was as natural as that 
which motivated England in ex- 
panding her empire.” 

Hitler said the “type of govern- 
ment ... responsible for Britain’s 
imperialism certainly ...is not a 
democratic government, when we 
consider the multitudes of people

“Unable to Tolerate. Germany.” 
British rule, he declared, had 
been perpetuated “not on the basis 
of an ideal but solely as a result 
of British power-politics,” and that 
“Great Britain was unable to tol- 
erate the co-existence of —S— We 
“Similar conditions,” he said, 
veloped in Italy throughout the 
past 300 years.” 

He asserted thet “the results of 
this so-called democratic system” 
were “poverty, misery, starvation, 


unhappiness and the whole gamut 


of human miseries that have been 
maintained in the world as a result 
of British power-politics.” 

While the principal aim of Great 
Britain had been called by »the 
“euphonious” name of maintaining 
the balance of power, he said, it 
was nothing but “destruction of 
any other Power which might be 
in a position of endangering con- 
tinued rule by Britain.” 

Charges Move, to Involve Others. 

Of Great Britain, he said “they 
talk of God, they talk of liberty, 
they talk of democracy—yet all it 
means is keeping a grip on the po- 
litical setup throughout the world, 
and particularly on the world press 
. . to be able to influence people 
along these lines.” 

He declared Great Britain was 
finding it “increasingly difficult” to 
maintain this rule. And, he went 
on, it has now become Britain’s 
principal aim’ “to find more and 
more new nations outside the realm 
of the immediate United Kingdom 
for the purpose of having them 
fight their battles.” 

Since 1871, Hitler said, England 
had been “trying to break Germany 
up” and “it is here that the reasons 
must be found for the last’ World 
War.” 

Germany had not been conquered 
since 1871 “by force of arms,” he 
continued, blaming the loss of the 
war in 1918 on “faults and mistakes 
by a group of leaders within the 
German Reich.” 

The “blind faith which the Ger- 
man people felt for the other de- 
mocracies of the world,” he said, 
was the “last reason for her down- 
fall at that time.” 

“Promises Not Kept.” 

“Promise after promise was made 
to Germany,” he asserted, “begin- 
ning with high-sounding statements 
of the then American President, 
Wilson. And none of them has 
been kept.” 

On his return from World War 
service as a Corporal, Hitler said 
he realized that some new form of 
government must be. found and he 


then conceived the basis of Nation-

“Will Not Give Up One Inch.” 

“It is with a full realization of 
this mandate that I am able to tell 
you today that I cannot. and will 
not givé up one inch of the pro- 
gram which we have laid down for 
ourselves. We will continue to 
subordinate everything to the pur- 
suit of our goal,” 

He termed the rise of National 
Socialism a peaceful accomplish- 
ment “without bloodshed—without 
breaking a single window” and 
added that everything he had done 
was with one aim—that of “bring- 
ing about the destruction and can- 
celation of the treaty of Versailles.” 
Efforts to achieve this purpose 
through peaceful means, he said, 
were unsuccessful, 

“The democracies, and principally 
England, tried to talk us out of it,” 
he asserted, “but they used per- 
suasion suck as might have been 
successful with the men who ruled 
Germany prior to the days of Na- 
tional Socialism. The big mistake 
they made, however, was the fact 
that these methods could not be 
successful with the new Germany.” 

He came to the realization, he 
said, that “conference tables could 
never accomplish what we had to 
accomplish, and thus, 'I simply de- 
cided to leave the conference tables 
and to’ proceed alone. 

“T am not the one to force my- 
self on anyone. 

“So I decided to carry on inde- 
pendently.” 

“Armament Only Answer.” 

He asserted that when he noticed 
that people “like Churchill, Eden 
and others” were again bent on the 
“same old policy of disorganization 
and destruction, I decided that 
armament would be the only an- 
swer to them.” Then, he added,

FIRMS, INDICTED 
ON TRUST CHARGES 


Group Controls Major Part 
of Supply for Education-' 
al Use 2 Plot to Fix 
Prices Alleged. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 30 (AP). 
teen firms which control a 
major part of the slate used for 
the country’s school purposes were 
indicted yesterday on Federal 
charges that they conspired to fix 
prices in violation of the anti-trust 
laws. 

The companies—ali in Eastern 
Pennsylvania—and an equal num- 
ber of individuals were accused as 
a result of a Department of Jus- 
tice investigation into the cost of 
school supplies. 

Allen A. Dobey, special assistant 
Attorney General, who conducted 
the inquiry, said it was “one phase 
of a general investigation of the 
school supplies industry.” 

He added that the Government 
also was looking into another 
branch of the industry—the equip- 
ment of college and university lab- 
oratories with furniture, crayons, 
chalk, composition blackboards, 
maps and globes. 

Indictments in a third branch 
of the industry—that of school 
furnishings and equipment—were 
returned in Richmond, Va., Dobey 
said. Six firms and 39 individuals 
pleaded no defense there, he said, 
and were fined $28,000. 

Dobey said the Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania group not only controlled 
production of slate used for school 

purposes but also slate used in 
building and other commercial 
work. 

The indictments accuse the 18 
slate firms of creating “arbitrary 
and artificial” prices and “unlaw- 
ful combination and conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and commerce.” 


DOCTOR ON GRAF SPEE SUPPLY 
SHIP LOSES U, S. CITIZENSHIP 


Native of Austria Accused ef Mak- 
ing False Statements in Naturali- 
zation Petition. 

SACRAMENTO, Cal, Jan. WD 
(AP).—The citizenship of Dr. Her- 
man Frederick Erben, a native of 
Austria, was revoked yesterday at 
the request of a United States At- 
torney who said Dr. Erben’s pre- 
vious activities included service 
aboard the supply ship for the Ger- 
man cruiser Graf Spee. 

United States District Judge Mar- 
tin I. Welsh upheld the charge' that 
Dr. Erben in his application for 
naturalization and petition for citi- 
zenship “made false statements con- 
cerning material facts relating to 
absences from the United States 
subsequent to his original entry 
March 10, 1924.” 

Dr. Erben came to this country 
first on an invitation from the 
Rockefeller Foundation for Re- 
search purposes. 

The Graf Spee was scuttled by 
the Germans after being damaged 
in a fight with British ships off 
the coast of South America.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP).— 
A strike-curbing bill written by 
Chairman Vinson of the powerful 
House Naval Committee was in- 


troduced yesterday. 
Patterned somewhat on the suc- 
cessful Railway Mediation Act, the 


proposed legislation would bar 
strikes in industries producing nav- 
al supplies, until 30 days after a re- 
port of the dispute had been filed 
by a naval defense board. 

Going farther than the railroad 
law, Vinson's bill would forbid 
naval contractors to encourage or 
discourage membership by em- 
ployes in any labor organization, 
during the defense emergency. Vin- 
son explained that this clause 
should make it possible for _ 
worker to get a job on a naval 
project, regardless of existing 
closed shop contracts. 

During the specified 30-day wait- 
ing period, contractors would not 
be allowed to change working con- 
ditions or rates of pay.

Britain in June had no 
riend left anywhere except Amer- 
ica, and éven in America most peo- 
ple were desperately discouragd. 
What astonished me on reaching 
England at that critical moment 
was to find how utterly undefeated 
the spirit of the British people 


was. 
They told me they had gone 
through a period of the most utter 
despair when Paris had fallen and 
that after that they had said to 
themselves, “Well, we have only 
purselves to depend ‘on now—we 


7 know where we stand.” 


Army Kept .Courage. 

For some typically British reason 
this knowledge of being alone 
seemed to inspire every English- 
man, they kept their courage. Even 
the defeated army, once it was back 
on British soil, found it had kept 
its sense of inner strength—the 
British soldiers from Flanders were 
the most unbeaten army I ever 
heard of. The soldiers said actual- 
ly they thought they had been doing 
all right in France, they thought 
they were getting along fine when 
suddenly they got word to retreat. 

They talked about rear guard 
actions and about how bravely 
thousands of Scots had died. Even 
with retreat, the British soldiers in 


@ England gave no indication of feel- 


ng inferior in any way to the Ger- 


@ mans. Only the soldiers who had 


been in the Norwegian campaign 
really understood what actually had 
happened. 

I listened to some of them talk, 
in railway carriages, in bars—those 
boys who had been at Narvik knew 
how futile personal bravery was 
for men with rifles who had to face 
other men in dive bombers.

All of them began to do some- 
thing; they formed volunteer com- 
panies of home guards, they drilled 
themselves and formed voluntary 
fire brigades, they joined the am- 
bulance and air raid rescue squads. 

A chambermaid at my hotel, as 
an indication of how spirited the 
people were, told me. she had a 
butcher knife and she was going 
to take at least one German with 
her to glory, And an old woman 
in the Labor party—she lived in 
Lambeth in one of the poorest dis- 
tricts in London—told me her neigh- 
borhood had taken great heart since 
Mr. Churchill had said Londoners 
would defend the city street by 
street. She said the working people 
of Madrid were ndon’s inspira- 
tion, that labor in the Spanish 
city had stood up to fire better 
than conscripted armies in Poland 
and France, and that what Madrid 
could do London could do. People 
put up signs by their doors with 


about “This England.” 

Gradually, we began to realize 
that England had a population of 
people equal in spirit to any gener- 
ation of Englishmen that had ever 
lived. In this crisis, we saw them 
ready to give up everything for 
their cause—they were ready te 
lose property and their lives. They 
had discovered that war was not 
as bad as the fear of war. The 
fact as we saw it was that they 
were infinitely worth helping. 


Under No Illusions. 


All through July and into August 
and September, we watched the 
British wait for an enemy to make 
a first landing in 800 years on 
England. We saw the British dig- 
ging ditches in fields and putting 
up barricades from one end of the 
island to the other-—every town 
and village was getting ready. 
Even the women had their plans 
to fight parachutists. Next, came 
the German air attacks by day, 
then by night, and we have told 
that story time and again. We also 
have told how the British managed 
to adapt themselves to life in shel- 
ters, how they kept on working in 
their shelters in the midst of raids. 


The situation at present, we be- 
lieve from the facts, is that Britain 
can handle any defensive situation, 
but even before Mr. Churchill 
spoke in Glasgow there ‘was no 
illusion about the future among 
the British people. They have 
known for a Jong time that a hard, 
prolonged war lies ahead and that 
its outcome finally will depend on 
the help England can get from the 
United States. 

They must blockade a continent, 
bring in food and materials. They. 
must fight a war with 40,000,000 
islanders against 80,000,000 on a 
continent. On their credit side, 
it must be noted that their morale 
is excellent, they are united and 
they are taking the long time view. 
They are working time and over- 
time—stevedores, farmers, truck 
drivers, munition workers, workers 
in airplane factories and in ship- 
yards. In six months, they have 
so improved their position that our 
own military attaches say now that 
the British can turn back any Ger- 
man try at invasion. 

But in the long run, the British 
must do more than repel; somehow 
they must attack. But before that 
distant day arrives they must have 
the enormous equipment which 
only we can get to them.

How can Japan hope to exploit 
its territorial grab in Manchuria, 
China and Indo-China without ma- 
terials? It cannot. How can the 
Japanese army hope to wage a suc-

States without a steady flow of 
both raw and manufactured mate- 


tials? It cannot. 


Japan’s. internal economy is in 
such a deplorable state that only 
baling-wire methods are holding it 
together. National production of 
munitions and goods is far behind 
national needs, so far behind that 
huge sums appropriated for expen- 
diture last year are still unspent 
because the vital materials for 
which they were earmarked were 
simply unobtainable at any price. 


Causes of Confusion. 


There are many causes for this 
sorry state of affairs. High on the 
list is American economic pressure, 
which is being felt more keenly 
than most Japanese are willing to 
admit. But there aze other reasons, 
among them the cutting off of 
European sources of supply, the 
dwindling efficiency of Japanese 
industry, the shortage of labor and, 
lastly, Government meddling 
through trade restrictions and oth- 
er control measures. 

On none of my previous visits 
to Japan have I found Japanese 
business men in as depressed and 
as discontented a mood as now. 
For a few individuals, the China 
adventure has been a bonanza, for 
business as a whole it has been a 
terrific drain and strain.

It is evident, from developments of 

days, that criticisms of the lease-lend in 
present form have reached the White House, -and 
are being heeded by the President. These criticisms 
are highly significant in that many of them are ad- 


porters. They represent the deep misgivings which 
the drastic and sweeping powers embodied in this 
historic bill have aroused among the people. 

The exhaustive hearings now in progress are a 
reassuring sign that Congress is not going to be 
stampeded into hasty action. Since the President 
consulted no Republicans when the bill was being 
drafted, there is particular reassurance in the fact 
that members of both parties were present at the 
White House conference on the measure a few nights 
ago. The President’s “very receptive mood” toward 
modification of the bill, and the fact that several 
changes were made yesterday by the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee are the most gratifying results 
brought out of this healthful bipartisan discussion. 
The amendments now agreed upon embrace many 
of those suggested in the Post-Dispatch editorial of 
last Friday, entitled “No Blank Check.” Those ac- 
cepted by the Democratic majority of the House 
committee, and said to have been viewed favorably 
by the President are of greatest significance in plac- 
ing a check upon the proposed tremendous and un- 
precedented grant of power in the bill as it stands. 

These amendments are: refusal to sanction use of 
American vessels for convoying British ships, a limit 
of two years on the President's powers, consultation 
with army and navy authorities before taking any 
action under the law and a provision for reports to 
Congress on what is being done by the President. 

The Post-Dispatch had hoped, however, that the 
bill would contain an explicit ban on the use of 
American vessels in convoy service, and we hope 
that Congress will yet insist on such a clause as a 
safeguard against war. 

The seven recommendations of the Republicans 
on the House committee contain one important pro- 
vision that Congress would be well advised to accept, 
although it, too, has been rejected by the House com- 
mittee: that for a two-billion-dollar ceiling on finan- 
cial obligations that might be incurred under this 
law. As the bill now stands, it gives the President 
blanket authorization for needed appropriations. 

Other important Republican provisions include the 
requirement of satisfactory security from the British 
for materials lent or leased to them, a step certainly 
in order in the interest of the American taxpayer.

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WENDELL WILLKIE TO CONGRESS? 

The suggestion is made by one of the chief Re- 
publican leaders in New York that Wendell La Will- 
kie be the Republican party’s candidate for the Man- 
hattan seat in Congress rendered vacant by the death 
of Kenneth F. Simpson. 

The idea behind the suggestion is not new. It was 
proposed, for example, that Alfred E. Smith, after his 
defeat for the presidency in 1928, run for the United 
States Senate.

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A CONFERENCE ON CIVIL LIBERTIES. 

Accustomed as they are to life in a country where 
the citizen’s right to enjoyment of civil liberties is 
firmly grounded in law and usually in practice, Amer- 
icans are prone to take these guarantees too much 
for granted. It is well, therefore, that citizens occa- 
sionally meet to take inventory and to discuss how 
those rights may be preserved in times of stress. 
This is just what the conference on civil liberties, 
held under the auspices of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Committee of St. Louis has been doing for the 
last two days at Bishop Tuttle Memorial.

Whatever their nature, it is a useful func- 
tion to have these inroads critically examined, by 
authoritative speakers and by round-table discussion, 
and to public attention again to that bulwark of 
liberty, the Constitution’s Bill of Rights.

Training of air corps ground service men 
and additional men to man the crews of 
America’s air defense. | 

Just at the outskirts of the city, at Bircher 
and Goodfellow boulevards, the Government 
has let contracts for a small arms loading 
plant to cost $11,819,400. A contract for 
$18,600,000 for tooling the plant already has 
been awarded to the Western Cartridge Co. 
of East Alton, Il. 

In addition, the United States Cartridge 
Co., a Western subsidiary, has a contract of 
$87,279,790 to load small arms ammunition, 
possibly .30-caliber for rifles and machine 
guns, .50-caliber for machine guns and .45- 
caliber for side arms. That means literally 
billions of defense bullets. 

General contractors for construction of 
the small arms loading plant are Fruin- 
Colnon Contracting Co. and Fruco Construc- 
tion Co. of St. Louis and the Massman Con- 
struction Co. of Kansas City. The plant 
will cover 134 acres that the Government 
acquired recently from the General Electric 
Co., and when in operation will employ from 
10,000 to 12,000 operatives. Capt. David L. 
Van Sickle is the army officer who has 
charge of construction. 

The plant is admirably located, being 
served by the Terminal Railroad Association. 
It will obtain its power probably—from the 
local utilities and avail itself of St. Louis 
water and sewage. 

Recently the Western Cartridge Co. at 
East Alton received orders from the War 
Department to expand in anticipation of 
war orders. Two assembly lines, one for 
.80-caliber rifle ammunition and the other 
for .45-caliber side arms arhmunition, are 
going full swing. Other orders are piling 
up daily. The plant is one of the largest 
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ammunition factories in the United States. 
In addition, the Government is rushing 
work on a TNT and DNT plant at Weldon 
Springs, near St. Charles, Mo. The plant 
occupies 20,000 acres along the Missouri 
River from which 200 farm families were 
moved. About 5000 workers will be em- 
ployed in 300 buildings when manufacturing 
is begun. 5 

Today the site of construction is a bee- 
hive of activity. There are some 50 miles 
of railroad being built and 30 miles of 
fence being erected. Complete fire and 
police forces, to form a constant guard over 
the place, are being organized. 

This plant will be operated by the Atlas 
Powder Co., veteran of two score years in 
the business and one of the big producers 
during the last war. The plant will cost 
$20,000,000. Its construction has brought 
a housing crisis to St. Charles and many of 
those employed are driving to and from 
St. Louis to work. 

A plant similar to the small arms loading 
plant in St. Louis is being erected near 
Kansas City. It will be about the same size 
and will be operated by the Remington 
Arms Co. Similar plants were operated in 
the Kansas City area during the last war. 

In addition, St. Louis miiltary circles are 
agog over the $20,000,000 cantonment being 
constructed near Rolla, Mo., in the heart 
of the Ozarks. Although it is about 150 
miles from St. Louis, it is looked upon as 
a St. Louis preparedness venture. The can- 
tonment is expected to house tho.isands of 
enlisted men and draftees this winter, and 
it will be a center for snow maneuvers. 

How to fight on skis and snowshoes, how 
to be comfortable in low temperatures and 
how to operate efficiently in the mountains 
will be included in the curriculum of the 
boys to be trained there. 

Speedup af airplane motor production 
comes through location of a new $11,000,000 
plant at the northeast edge of Lambert 
Field for manufacture of Curtiss-Wright mo- 
tors. After some bickering, the Government 
authorities, including the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority, and the company agreed on the 
site. 

There already is a Curtiss-Wright plant at 
the St. Louis airport and the $11,000,000 ad- 
dition is expansion for war needs. Another 
airplane engine plant, that of the McDonnell 
Aircraft Manufacturing Co., also is being 
projected to aid in armament. Final decision 
on this, however, has not been made.

Now, urged on by men like Ray- 
burn, Senator Walter F. George and 
Senator James F. Byrnes, the Presi- 
dent is consciously restoring what 
used to be regarded as the normal 
legislative-executive relationship. 

As every moderately able Presi- 
dent has always done, he still re- 
serves to himself the task of initi- 
ating broad policies. But when it 
comes to writing his policies into 
the law, he is also beginning to con- 
sult and confer, to take advice and 
to mull over proposed compromises, 
In short, he is beginning to allow 
Congress to perform its proper 
function, of presenting policies in 
the way. most acceptable to the 
largest number of people. He might 
have saved himself much trouble 
by doing so before.

F, S. BARKS, ST. LOUIS, DIES 
ON SEA VOYAGE FOR HEALTH 


Funeral Services Here Next Week 
for President of Lincoln 


Co. 

Frank S. Barks, president of the 
Lincoln Engineering Co., 5701 Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue, died unexpect- 
edly of a cerebral hemorrhage Mon- 
day on a steamship on which he 
was returning to the United States 
from Rio de Janeiro, it was an- 
nounced yesterday by company of- 
ficials. Mr. Barks, 58 years old, 
had suffered from low blood pres- 
sure and left St. Louis Dec. 26 for 
a trip to South America to recover 
his health. 

Bor in Nebraska and educated at 
the University of Nebraska, he was 
employed as a young man by the

At the meeting it- 
self, while no commitments were 
asked or given, he gave every ap- 
pearance of assent when Rayburn 
and the chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, read 
drafts of the four amendments. He 
also told the gathering, extremely 
emphatically, that he was ready to 
consider any other amendments,

Both Democrats and Republicans 
were impressed by his showing of 
willingness to meet Congress half 
way. As the amendments were in- 
troduced the next day in the House, 
and word of the President's new 
attitude spread through the Capi- 
tol, the atmosphere improved great- 
ly.

How the Bill Was Written. 


ESPITE the non-intervention-

Then, again on the motion of 
Speaker Rayburn, recourse was 
had to the Legislative Drafting 
Service, an official agency of the 
House, where members have their 
measures prepared. The lawyers 
of the Legislative Drafting Service 
were presented with the statement 
of objectives and methods agreed 
on between the President and the 
Headers, and with quantity of fac. 
tual data prepared at the State, 
War, Navy and Treasury depart- 
ments. The drafting job was done 
by Middleton Beaman, chief House 
drafting officer and the successive 
drafts were submitted for editing 
and suggestions, not to the White 
House, but to the congressional 
leaders. Thus the much-criticised 
original lease-lend bill was a con- 
gressional product except with re- 
spect to the policy it implemented. 


Republicans, to be sure, were not 
consulted in this preparatory pe- 
riod. House Minority Leader Jo- 
seph W. Martin was considered too 
grimly isolationist to be a useful 
adviser, while the acting Republi- 
can chieftain in the Senate, Warren 
Austin of Vermont, did not wish 
to be called to the White House 
for fear of losing his authority 
with his fellow-Republicans. The 
powers granted are far less than 
the powers over foreign affairs re- 
served to the President in the Con- 
stitution. The method of preparing 
the bill was far less dictatorial 
than methods often employed in 
the past. And the spirit shown by 
the White House is conciliatory 
rather than hectoring.

NE of the leading cosmetic 
() sire with the collaboration of 

the medical profession, has 
made a survey on the care of hands 
—what to do to preserve their use- 
fulness and their beauty. 

As you are quite aware one of 
the chief problems is how to com- 
bat dryness and chapping of the 
skin during the winter months. 

This survey states: 

1, Hands can become unattrac- 
tive, and uncomfortable, from dry- 
ness or from chapping which is a 
common form of dryness. 

2. That everyday hygiene such 
as frequent washing of the hands, 
and work-a-day tasks that require 
the hands to be in water, or in 
contact with oil-removing soap, 
help to aggravate skin dryness. 

3. That under-humidified air 
also dries the skin, as does the 
wind. 

4. That in winter, when oil and 
sweat glands function less actively, 
the skin usually is lacking in suf- 
ficient “lubrication” to keep it 
smooth, pliable and attractive in 
appearance, 

Dryness of hands could be avoid- 
ed if women could dodge the many 
tasks that call for hands to be 
washed frequently—but we cannot 
Therefore we must lubricate the 
skin with a lotion daily, and per- 
haps with a richer cream nightly. 

Many women use a lotion on 
their hands before washing them 
(just as one uses a cleansing cream 
on the face before washing it) and 
also after washing them. This does 
help to prevent actité dryness. 

The habit of oiling your cuticle 
and massaging your 
good prepared —— before go- 
ing to bed, is t. All night 
long the skin is thed by the 
applied oil. 

Even though you do not think 
it necessary, you should keep a 


hands with a. 


rich oil soap at the kitchen sink 
and in each bathroom, Avoid 
using harsh soaps on your hands 
as much as possible. If you scrub 
try getting into the habit of wear 
ing rubber gloves. There are heavy 
black rubber gloves which stand 
up beautifully under heavy work 
and they do preserve hand beauty, 
there is no doubt about that. 

Do not wear thin kid’ gloves in 
cold weather. Wear thick cotton, 


woolen, lamb or doeskin, furlined- 


mits or even double silk gloves 
And unless your gloves are very 
warm rub a bit of hand lotion well 
on your hands before donning them. 


You know how quickly a tired, 
neglected face can be whipped intt 
a beautiful one with the aid of a 
good cleanser and a skin masque. 
So too can dry, neglected -hands 
benefit (in case of emergency) by 
a cleanser lotion and a hand 
masque. This is how it is done. 
Slather lotion generously on your 
hands—in fact wash them in lo- 
tion. Then scrub them in soft 
sudsy water, using a rich. soap. 
Apply the hand masque cream gen- 
erously and masage it well, slip 
into pink or white cotton gloves 
and read or relax for an hour be- 
fore your engagement. Remove the 
masque with a skin tonic and a 
piece of cotton, and again apply a 
bit of hand lotion. Wipe the hands 


with a towel to remove any excess 
lotion but do not wash them. [If

Answers to these questions have 
been seriously sought and seem to 
be as follows: 

' The reflex can be obtained in 
practically all new-born infants, 
though there are exceptions. 

It tends to disappear or become 
weaker after the first few months 
of life. 

But though present at birth and 
gone at six months, it attains its 
maximum strength at about four 
weeks, 

There is no appreciable differ- 
ence in the gripping strength of 
the right and left hands. 

It is a reflex and after the re- 
flex phase has passed, deliberate 
voluntary grasping should begin 
to be manifested. 

Real interest in the phenomenon 
centers in the fact that it is a 
rough measurement of brain de 
velopment. The cortex of the brain 
is not developed at all at birth 
and consequently the grasping re- 
flex must be the result of stimula- 
tion of lower nerve centers in the 
cord. Later on, as the brain de- 
velops, grasping and the position 
of suspension are of a different 
character. Thus the new-born 
grasps your forefingers and as you 
lift him, the arms are held forward 
almost at right angles to the chest, 
the head is thrown back, and the 
legs are drawn up on the abdomen. 
Later on in the voluntary suspen- 
sion of an older child, the arms are 
allowed to be pulled up directly 
over the head, the head is thrust 
forward for balance, and the legs 
hang directly down in line with 
the rest of the body. 

Thus you young parents have in 
this age-old game a test of your 
child’s brain development.

North 


After North’s free raise in clubs 
South decided that the slam would 
be an excellent gamble. Naturally 
he hoped for a spade opening which 
he could control. - Then, even if 
North had nothing in hearts, he 
might very well have a good dia- 
mond suit which would permit heart 
discards. South did not want to 
warn the opponents away from a 
spade opening by cue-bidding the 
suit. Of course he might have 
tried to discover whether or not 
North held any heart controls, but, 
as South later admitted, he had 
privately decided to take a flyer at 
a slam, come what may, and hence 
bid it in one fell swoop. 

West responded to South’s 
rather than to his own and part- 
ner’s interests. With never a sec- 
ond’s thought he led out the king 
of spades. Dummy’s ace won, and 
declarer made no mistake in the 
matter of the correct discard from 
his own hand. He threw away a 
diamond, not a heart. The club 
jack was then led and taken by 
west, who promptly shifted to a 
heart. The ace won, one more lead 
of trumps drew the outstanding 
trump, and the diamond suit was 
then established by the lead of the 
ace, king, and a ruff of the third 


round. Dummy, of course, had a 


third club for entry to the estab- 
lished diamonds. . 

West had an opportunity to dis- 
tinguish himself but failed miser- 
ably on his opening lead. Holding 
first-round control of trumps he 
should have seen that the greatest 
chance of defeating the contract 
lay in a heart opening. If a spade 
trick existed for the defenders it 
must be the ace and, therefore, no 
spade establishment was necessary. 
A heart trick, however, might be 
the defenders’ only salvation, and 
that might (and did) require es- 
tablishment. A diamond lead was 
unattractive. Presumably South 
had a fit with partner’s diamond 
suit and, therefore, the defenders’ 
diamond tricks, if any, hardly could 
escape. Obviously an opening heart 
lead would have made the contract 
impossible of fulfillment.
